NUMBER OF CHARGES. 


A Large Number of Charges Drop¬ 
ped and Dismissed. 

Trial Will Probably be Con¬ 
cluded this Evening. 


The trial of the election petition againet 
Mr. T.O. Carsoailen, and the cross petition 
against Mr. M. B. Madole, commenced at 
the court boose, on Tuesday afternoon. 
The court room waa filled to its utmost 
oapaoity, by tbe time the trial commenced 
standing room being a premium. 

Justices MoLennan and Osier are tbe 
trial judges. 

Mr. Madols is represented by Meters. G 
II. Watson, K. C., Toronto; W. 8. 
Herrington, K. 0., and T. B. German ; 
Mr. Carecallen being represented by 
Meesrs. Walter Caeeels, K. C., Edmund 
Bristol, and Eric Armour, Toronto, and G. 
F. Rattan, Napanee. 

After oonrt opened, Mr. Bristol again 
made application for summons against 
Messrs. Hnllett, Miles, Derbyshire, Smith 
and Sutherland on a charge of bribery and 
oji ruption. 

Mr. S. Gibeon was tbe first witness called 
questioned respecting the date of election 
aud other matters pretaiuing thereto also 
being requested to supply tbe court with 
tbe applications of Messrs. A. M. Ruttan, 
W. H. Perry, and F. W. Hart to aot as 
scrutineers. Mr. Gibson also gave the 
resnlt of tbe election and reoounts by which 
Mr. Madole was declared elected by a 
majority of two. On a recount tbe result 
was declared a tie aud the appealed recount 
by which Mr. Carsoailen waa declared 
eleoled by a majority of three. He also 
gave the oourt Mr. Carsoallen's election 
account amounting to $276.76.

A LITTLE ABOUT ECONOMY. 

"Economy," says the proverb, "is 
the road to wealth," but stinginess 
is not economy. We know farmers 
who practice what they call * 'econo¬ 
mies" and who do not get a bit 
wealthier. These economies are va¬ 
rious, the following being, perhaps* 
the most common : 

1. The attempt to furm without 
proper tools. 

2. The feeding of the cheapest ra¬ 
tion to stock without regard to the 
needs of the animnls. 

8. The plunting of impure' or weak 
seeds. 

4. The neglect of proper prepara¬ 
tion of the soil for crops. 

5. The attempt to cultivate a 


simple and sure. The calf must lx* 
taken from tile mother early; some 
do it when they arc a few hours old, 
mid it is fed by hand without know¬ 
ing anyth!i g uLout sucking. Five 
quurts a day divided into three meals 
should be all tTie calf is fed at first* 
und this quantity is gradually in- 
rrca‘ed to six quarts. The largest 
meals should be given night and 
morning, and only half as much at 
noon. The milk should bo as near 
the temperature of the cow as pos¬ 
sible. All calf milk should be fed 
warm and sweet. Later, >:our milk 
can bo fed, but in that event it 
must be fed sour all the time. To 
change from sweet to sour will cause 
trouble. When two or throe weekwj 
»>!d, skim-milk can lake the place of 
the sweet, full cream milk, but the 
change should be made gradually.

THE COAL MINE STRIKE. 

Miners and Owners Decide on Basis 
of Agreement. 

A Scranton. Pa., "despatch says :— 
The mine workers, through their re¬ 
presentatives, have agreed with the 
mine owners to attempt to adjust 
the differences existing between them 
outside the anthracite coal strike 
commission. The proposition was 
made on a compromise basis, und 
negotiating, it is expected, will be 
at once entered upon, with a reason¬ 
able hops of settlement with the aid 
of the arbitrators. The rough pro¬ 
position which is to form the basis 
of negotiations is a ten per cent, in¬ 
crease in wages, a nine-hour day, and 
trade agreements between the miners 
and the company by whom they are 
employed. The only one of tho four 
demands not touched upon is that of 
weighing of coal by the legal ton. 
While both sides have expressed a 
willingness to settle their differences 
among themselves, it is not to be 
( construed that it carries with it the 
j acceptance of the terms proposed.

RIVER GODS IN CHINA. 

Superstitions of the Boatmen Who 
Ply on the Rivers. 

Perhaps no superstition or ancient 
belief of the Chinese has greater in¬ 
fluence among them than their faith 
that the regime of the rivers is con¬ 
trolled by deities. All the hundreds of 
thousands of boatmen who live on 
the rivers firmly believe that the 
trees and rocks on the river bunks 
and the rivers themselves are peopled 
by spirits, some good and sonic evil. 

They believe these gods are sleep¬ 
less, sometimes rendering assistance 
to good boatmen who weary not in 
appealing to them for aid, but often 
also sending adverse winds and put¬ 
ting rocks in the shallows to im¬ 
pede boats on their travels. 

When a contrary wind is blowing 
and the boatmen are unable to make 
progress against it they stop 
work altogether and offer up a Kind 
of prayer to the river god to send 
them a favorable breeze. When Mr. 
Nichols was traveling down the Han 
Rixer he observed that all the boat¬ 
men suddenly grew sullen and mor¬ 
ose when questions were askod about 
the progress they were making.

WITHOUT ANESTHETICS. 

Perhaps the Oldest Method of Al¬ 
most Painless Surgery. 

Dr. Steiner, a Dutch physician, re¬ 
cently made a curious study while 
traveling in .lava. He chanced to 
stop one Sunday nt Sourubnyu, 
where the Javanese maintain a large 
hospital for prisoners. llis notice 
was directed to the fact that, in the 
treatment of such cases us necessi¬ 
tated an anesthetic the native phy¬ 
sicians did not resort to a drug, but 
instead they were manifestly reduc¬ 
ing their patients to a condition of 
stupor by compressing the carotid 
artery with their lingers. 

The Dutch physician wus so much 
impressed with this primitive me¬ 
thod of rendering the patient at 
least partially insensible to pain 
that he made a careful study of it. 
lie discovered that this method of 
anaesthesia, was. In all probability, 
in vogue among the ancients 

Tho very name of the carotid ar¬ 
tery tends to confirm the belief of 
Dr. Steiner for »c is frequently re¬ 
ferred to as the art edit soporifera, 
sleep-giving artery. A name very 
similar to this is still applied to it 
in Russia. Describing the results 
noted in the treatment of Javanese 
prisoners, n writer in a Paris medi¬ 
cal journal says:

The Smithsonian Institute, which 
docs for Amoricu tho same work 
which tho South Kensington Museum 
accomplishes in England, Js making 
an attempt to solve the great pro¬ 
blem of where migrating birdtt.spend 
the winter, says London Answers. 
Ornithologists know but little ubout 
tho subject. For instance, though 
we are aware Unit our swallows go 
to Africa in September, yet we do 
not know within several thousand 
miles how far south they travel. Of 
American emigrants still less is 
known. The authorities at the 
Smithsonian up© having no fewer 
than a million uluminium tags made. 
These are to be stmt to correspond¬ 
ents nil ovey the country, with the 
request that they inuy be lasteued to 
tho legs of young wild birds before 
they ure able to fly. The tags are 
to be marked and dated, so Ihut 
when the birds are recaptured or 
killed it will be possible to obtain 
records of how far they have ranged 
from their birthplace. The plan is 
far the biggest of its kind which Wus 
ever been tried, and will, it is es¬ 
timated, cost at least ill.'>,000, and 
employ a staff of ten correspondence 
clerks for several years.

Before laying the stable floor a good 
foundation should be prepared.. It 
should be made firm and solid by the 
addition of gravel or small stones 
thoroughly pounded down and the 
floor shaped as is required for the 
stable It is best to have a slight 
slope from the maDger to the gutter. 
The plan of cow stable which is 
generally preferred has a rquare gutter 
two feet wide and eight inches below 
the level of the stall floor. This gutter 
is first made and the cement laid in it. 
Then a board mould is put up and the 
cement put in behind the boards and 
the boards left there until the cement 
gets Arm. 

In laying concrete only as much us 
can be conveniently reached, say a 
piece four feet square should be laid at 
onetime. All the studding necessary 
in tbe construction of the stalls should 
be set cm flat stones and the cement 
put routed hem. Great care shonld be 
taken when laying cement '.o thor¬ 
oughly pound it down. After the 
floor is finished it should be sprinkled 
with water especially if tno weather 
is dry. This should ho done e/ery day 
for a month. It will probably tak- 
from a month to six weeks for a floor 
to harden properly, and sufficiently to 
use, and it will not become thoroughly 
hard for six or seven months after 
having been put in. Large stones can 
and should be used in the construction 
of a concrete wall, if pains are taken 
to see that they aro covered with lit 
b ust two inches of cement ou either 
side. A concrete wall one foot thick 
is sufficiently strong to carry any barn. 
This mukes a thoroughly warm and 
dry stable wall. Fils stone from a 
stone crusher is an excellent material 
from which to make concrete. A 
barrel of rock cement will lay 55 
square feet of 4 in. floor. Good 
qualities of Portland cement should do 
more than that. 

By the use of corrugated sleepers 
made like railway raiis it is q dto 
practicable to make a good floor which 
would form the ceiling of the sto.y 
below. The sleepers should preferably 
be made of iron, and laid sufficiently 
close to make the structuio solid. 
Such a floor prevents any leakage 
through to the space beneath.

RICHARD WILLIAM VAUGHAN 

The First lOnullali flank Forger aud 
the Story of Ills Fall. 

The story of tho first bunk forger, | 
Richard William Vauglmn, Is little 
known. Vuughun was the brother of a 
Stafford lawyer and became clerk to a 
solicitor in London. He wished to 
marry ids master’s duughtcr uud prom- 
iNod to produce the sum of £1,000, 1 
which, ho said, his mother would pre¬ 
sent to him, Half of it to be settled on 
ids wife. On these terms the father 
consented to the marriage, and Vaughan 
obtained u mouth’s leave of absence. 

lie occupied this period in obtaining 
engraved impressions in imitation of 
twenty pound Bank of England note#, 
which was not such a difficult matter 
then, such things as forged notes be¬ 
ing unknown. With tifty of these 
sham notes he presented himself at the 
appointed time, and his fiancee accept¬ 
ed her share in perfect good faith, and 
the marriago preparations were pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

Unfortunately ho wanted ready mon¬ 
ey and put two of his own forged 
notes into circulation. They were chal¬ 
lenged, when he became alarmed and 
tried to get back the notes he had 
given to the young lady, but she re¬ 
fused to yield them up, suspecting 
nothing of their true nature, and when 
Vaughan was arrested next day she 
would hardly believe eveu then that 
she had been deceived. 

The forger was tried at the Old Bai¬ 
ley on the 7th of April, 1758, spending 
what was to have been his wedding 
day in the condemned cell. Four days 
later he was hanged at Tyburn.—Lon¬ 
don Standard. 


Old Rule* For Night Policemen. 

Old Boston Is vividly brought to 
mind by the following excerpt from 
the selectmen’s minutes, dated Nov. 1, 
1700, containing instructions to watch¬ 
men: 

‘‘In going the rounds care must be 
taken that the watchmen are not noisy, 
but behave themselves with strict de¬ 
corum, that they frequently give the 
time of the night and what the weath¬ 
er is with a distinct but moderate 
voice, excepting nt times when it is 
necessary to pass in silence in order to 
detect and secure persons that are out 
on unlawful actlous. 

“You and your division must en¬ 
deavor to suppress all routs, riots and 
other disorders that may be committed 
In the night trhd secure such persons 
ns may be guilty, that proper steps 
may be taken next morning for a 
prosecution as the law directs. We ab¬ 
solutely forbid your taking private 
satisfaction or any bribe that may be 
offered you to let such go or to couceal i 
their offense from the selectmen."

TAKE CARE OP YOUR HEALTH 

Avoid Overheating Your House or 
Place ox Work. 

This is the season when diseasos of 
the respiratory tract are to to ex¬ 
acted. Diphtheria and pneumonia 
are spreading, it is time for tho 
exercise of care in the matter of 
keeping the feet dry and of wearing 
proper eiolhing. There is ono ’.cry 

fruitful source of throat and lung 
trouble which is worth especial no¬ 
tice. That is the overheating of 
si bools, residences and offices. Nino 
houses in ten are kept ut a tempera¬ 
ture which invites throat trouble. 
The same thing can he said of most 
odU'es and public halls und churches. 
As soon as there is a faint chill in 

the a*r steam is turned on or fur¬ 

naces bred up and people sizzle In 
an ulmoHphere healed to 80 degree* 
or thereabouts. 

Such a temperature is an invita¬ 
tion to tho bacilli, which makes 
trouble in the air passages. It 
congests the mucous membrane mul 
prepares a Held for the operations 
of the microbes which produce pneu¬ 
monia, diphtheria, and kindred dis¬ 
cs sep.

A MEAT ELEPHANT HUNT 

AN ESCAPE, THRILLING PUR¬ 
SUIT, AMD CAPTURE. 

Story of Lift In India—Thie Ele- 
ph&nt Wad * Cunning 
Follow. 

An extraordinary wtory of tho do¬ 
ing* of a rogue elephant In the And¬ 
amans i* told In the lust Issue of 
the Indian Forester. 

On 14th Fobruary, 1889, tho larg¬ 
est and moot poworful of the And¬ 
amans timber-dragging elephants, 
called Nupier, escaped Into tho for¬ 
est. For seven years Napier terror¬ 
ized the natives, and It was not un¬ 
til July, 1890, that a determined 
attempt was xnado to capture him by 
means of one male and two female 
cleplmnts. After being decoyed for 
fourteen railoH through the forest, ho 
bccumo suspicious one night, and 
huving fought and severely punish¬ 
ed tho mule elephunt, ho mudo off in¬ 
to the forest, and was not neon 
again for three years. 

In August, 1899, he suddenly re¬ 
appeared, /nd did serious damage 
to a number of the tumo elephunts. 
On tho 15th of tho month Nupier 
fell into a pit 'Which had been dug 
for him, hut owing to tho pit not 
being deep enough, he got out, and 

ONCE MORE DISAPPEARED. 

Ilis next re-appearance was in Ap¬ 
ril, 1901, when ho turned and chas¬ 
ed hi* pursuers. It was reported 
that Napier hud become very cun¬ 
ning, would not walk Into pitfalls, 
and never came along tho mine path 
two days running. Then for nnoth- 
or twelve months lie vanished. 

lie ro-appeured suddenly one even¬ 
ing in April, 19012, Mending in a 
nullah which enclosed the forest 
camp.

After this exploit, official sentence 
of death was passed upon Napier, 
nn:l an expedition started from Port 
Illair, in a steam launch to hunt him 
down. 

On the morning of April 28, fresh 
footprints of Nupier were reported. 
Tho party at once set out, tracked 
them for nearly a mile, when on 
turning a corner in tho path they 
found themselves face to fu.ee with 
the elephant. He entirely filled the 
path, was standing twenty foot 
above them, and wus

Yot its indiscriminate and unthink¬ 
ing use may bo the means of causing 
much unnecessary pain. 

Salt, us is well known, is tho cftlo- 
rido of sodium, airl in the case of 
pooplo witli chronic rheumatic, etc., 
tendencies, this, to quote an accept¬ 
or 1 authority, meeting with uric acid 
in the system, would be changed to 
a urate of soda, which, if not elim¬ 
inated by skin nr kidneys, wouid, 
naturally enough, be deposited in tho 
ligaments or hones. Of course, it 
follows, therefore, that tile rheumatic 
and gouty at hast should look upon 
salt, to a considerable extent, us an 
enemy in disguise. — London An¬ 
swers.

Brazil Produces Four-flfths of the 
World’s Supply.

.crop; and, in spite of the glutted 
' markets, its production is increasing 
every year. 

Tho Central American States and 
Mexico and tho other South Ameri¬ 
can Republics—Venezuela, Colombia, 
Ecuador, and Peru—contributed to 
the market 2,200,000 hags. For a 
little place, the Republic of Hayti is 
a remarkable contributor to the cof¬ 
fee supplies, its product last your 
amounting to 450,000 hugs, 
j l*oi to Rico and Jamaica supplied 
200,onO hugs. Thus Latin America 
produced 13,900,000 bags, leaving 
1,500,000 I a*',s to come from tho 
rest of the world. The other pro¬ 
ducers were the Dutch East Indies, 
480,000 bags; British India, Ceylon, 
and the Philippines, 315,000; Africa 
nnd Moeha, 225,000; Pudang and 
| Celebes, 90.000.

Capital punishment has bden in 
vogue among all nations, both civil¬ 
ised and barbaric. Put of all inodes 
of capital punishment, whether by 
Pie hangmo.iv's noose, or by decapi- 
tation, or slow strangulation, or by 
burning at the stake, the most hor¬ 
rible way for any criminal to die is 
bv the crucifixion mode — that form 
of public execution which was pruc- 
ticed tunong the Jews. Yet we see 
Christ as a common criminal, hang¬ 
ing upon the cross und dying by the 
most intense and agonizing form of 
suffering, mental and physicul. 

Hut though Jesus Christ is dying 
I upon the cross as u common crim¬ 
inal there is one vivid distinction 
which singles his death out from 
among all the crucifixions. That ex¬ 
ception is the style of the superscrip¬ 
tion nailed ubove the cross. It was 
customary among the Jews to place 
above the heads of the dying n writ¬ 
ten statement descriptive of the 
crimes for which they were being 
executed. Dut instead of declaring 
that Jesus Christ was dying an 
ignominious death for the sin of mur¬ 
der, or of blasphemy, or of insurrcc- 
i ion against the throne of Caesar, 
the board over the head of Christ 
had written upon it in three different 
languages this one striking ©ont- 
f ace: "This is the King <of the 
Jews." Even in this degradation, 
humiliation and death God seems to 
have so ordered events that the very 
man who condemned him to death 
should have acknowledged his roy¬ 
alty, and thus proclaimed to all 
generations of nil times the great 
purpose for which Christ was born 
ns a babe in V'thlehcin of Judaea, 
for which he lived as a boy in Naz¬ 
areth, and for which he died upon 
the cross for the 

SALVATION OF MEN. 

But though the superscription over 
the cross had the sentence, “This is 
the King of the .Jews/’ written in 
the Greek language, there ure thous¬ 
ands and tens of thousands of infi¬ 
del scoffers who continually sneer at 
Christ's name and at the word of 
God. They pretend to think that 
the religion of the laird Jesus never 
appeals to the brain. Tliey assert 
that the gospel is only a relic of the 
superstitious and barbaric ages fit 
only for shallow, effeminate men, 
sent i mop tul women and sick child¬ 
ren. They assert that the Bread of 
1 Ue is oniy lit for the one purpose of 
bring rolled up into small harmless 
pellets to be fed to invalids to calm 
their nerves when they are very sick 
or hopelessly dying.

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A GIANT RAILROAD SOON 
CROSS CANADA. 


TO 


It Will Be Great Britain’s An¬ 
swer to Russia’s Trans-Sibe¬ 
rian Railroad, 

It will be news t© many railroad 
men and financiers hereabouts that 
tho great national treasure house of 
upper Canada is to be tapped by a 
railroad that will span the North 
American continent and discharge Us 
traffic at either the Atlantic or Pa¬ 
cific seaboard. The new lino is call¬ 
ed the Trans-Canada Railway and 
it will extend from Quebec on the 
east to Port Himpson on the wevt 

Work on the new road was begun 
on Juno 28, I’.HU, the first division, 
or about 380 miles, is now in pro¬ 
cess of construction. The road will 
be built almost entirely with British 
capital and must be completed, by 
the terms of its charter, within ten 
years from the beginning of the con¬ 
struction work. Its projectors ex¬ 
pect to have the roud ready for 
business, from one end to the other 
in 31)07. 

The road, from Quebec to Port 
Simpson, a town in the west central 
part of British Columbia on the 
Pacific Ocean, will be 2,830 mile® 
long, nnd the estimated cost of con¬ 
struction. according to the financial 
plan evolved by the projectors, will 
be $V. r >, 750,000. 

The officers and directors of the 
road are all Englishmen and Cana¬ 
dians, with tho exception of George 
Earl Church, an American engineer, 
who has lived in London for n n arly 
a quarter of a century. Mr. Church, 
who was the original projector of 
the road, is best known for his ex¬ 
tensive ruilroad building in South 
America, principally in the Argentine 
Republic. He is a member of both 
the American nr.d British Societies 
of Civil Engineers. 

TIIE HISTORY OF TIIE PROJECT 

dates back to u time, more than 
ten years ago, when some geodetic 
surveyors, who had been at work 
in Upper Canada, happened to meet 
Mr. Church in London nr.d called 
his attention to the great natural 
resources of the country in which 
they had been working. They told 
him that the country was rich en¬ 
ough to feed a dozen railroads. Mr. 
Church didn't believe it ut first,

SAYS HE HAS NO REGRETS 
FOR THE FAST, 


Reminiscences and Character 
Study of the Blind Hero of 
South Africa. 

While it ha* not yet been weaved 
Into a romance by a llenty, nor dis¬ 
torted into a blood and thunder 
character by a Diamond Dick writ- 
er, the life history of Trooper Mul- 
loy i» doubtless familiar, more or 
lea#, to all—replete a« it ie with 
thrilling and adventurous and in¬ 
spiring incident. The records of the 
recent war furnish few illustrations 
more noble in their character and 
more far reaching in their inluence 
than the scrapie narrative of the 
young man who from his own point 
of view did but his duty, but to 
whom the path of duty wus the path 
to glory. A young student for the 
ministry, with all the buoyancy and 
ambition, the ties and associations, 
which aro youth's particular posi¬ 
tion, he laid ull these aside, as did 
hundreds of other young men, and 
went to South Africa to answer the 
Empire's call. Although only about 
five months in that country he was 
through twenty or thirty fights of 
various kinds, the last of which was 
one of remarkable daring. Himself 
mid four comrades were surrounded 
by about sixty Boers, bu| with char¬ 
acteristic Canadian pluck, they or¬ 
dered the Boers to surrender. They 
took time to think about, they par¬ 
leyed Seeing thut delay meunt in- 
ntaut death to all, Mulloy, who had 
been standing courageously with a 
dummy rifle, reached out to secure 
the urms and ammunition of a 
wounded Boer, and ns he did so they 
opened fire on him. This aroused 
his friends, who also opened fire. 
Of tho many bullets which whizzed 
about liis head one grazed Mulloy's 
forehead and another hit his left 
temple, the laHer knocking out his 
left eye, and causing the right eye 
to go completely blind. Lieut 
Birch, in churge, was killed The 
final result, however, was sixteen 
Boers killed or wounded, four taken 
prisoners, and the remainder fleeing 
for their precious lives. 

AN UNREGRETTED TAST 

Soon after Trooper Mulloy, along 
with thirty others, was invalided 
home. At Liverpool he wus pushed 
forward to make a speech in re¬ 
sponse to that of the Lord Mayor, 
and his remarks on that occasion 
were reported in almost every paper 
in the English language His sen¬ 
timents were immortalized in the 
noble sentence, “For me the past 
ha* no regrets." Arriving at borne 
he made a lecture tour from Halifax 
to the Soo. the object of which wus 
jto accumulate moans for the con- 
i tinuunce of his college toursr 'J his 
accomplished, he is now attending
